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TRIBUTES  AND  THE  GLASS  SEMINAR 


Twenty-five  years  ago  a  quiet  but  energetic  Earl  C. 
Seigfred  came  to  Athens  with  his  wife,  Ellen,  and  three 
children  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  first  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts.  The  native  New  Yorker  who  had 
previously  taught  speech  at  Mississippi  State  College 
for  Women,  accepted  the  new  challenge  with  the  vigor 
and  enthusiasm  of  an  old  pro. 

The  vigor  and  enthusiasm  have  never  waned,  even 
though  retirement  and  a  life  of  leisure  await  Dean 
Seigfred  in  July.  During  his  tenure  the  College  has 
developed  such  programs  as  the  Ohio  Valley  Summer 
Theater,  Monomoy  Theater  on  Cape  Cod,  Ph.D.  de- 
gree programs  in  Dramatic  Art  and  Speech  and  in  Fine 
Arts,  the  opera  competition,  the  Fine  Arts  Visiting 
Committee  and  the  establishment  of  the  School  of 
Architecture  and  the  Department  of  Photography. 

A  quarter  of  a  century  of  devotion  has  not  gone 
unnoticed.  The  Space  Arts  Building,  a  $1,750,000  struc- 
ture completed  in  1962  and  long  sought  by  Dean  Seig- 
fred for  the  centralization  of  activities  of  fine  arts 
students,  has  been  named  Seigfred  Hall  by  action  of 
the  University's  Board  of  Trustees.  The  announcement

was  made  April  28  by  President  Alden  at  a  dinner 
opening  the  Seigfred  Glass  Seminar. 

President  Alden  reported  that  the  official  naming  re- 
flected the  unanimously  expressed  wish  of  the  Trustees 
to  honor  the  Dean  for  "the  many  imaginative  and 
worthy  programs  initiated  and  carried  out  by  Dr.  Seig- 
fred." Announcement  of  the  new  name  had  been,  said 
Alden,  "a  well  kept  secret."  To  ensure  the  surprise 
element  of  the  announcement,  the  placement  of  a 
plaque  bearing  the  name  Seigfred  Hall  had  been  de- 
layed until  the  time  of  the  dinner.  Dean  and  Mrs. 
Seigfred,  seminar  registrants,  and  University  guests  at 
the  dinner  first  saw  the  bronze  name  plaque  at  the 
entrance  to  Seigfred  Hall  when  they  returned  to  the 
building  for  an  8  p.m.  seminar  lecture. 

The  Seigfred  Glass  Seminar,  a  two-day  program 
which  offered  lectures  and  glass  blowing  demonstra- 
tions, opened  an  exhibition  of  American  blown  glass 
selected  from  the  collection  of  Ellen  and  Earl  Seigfred. 
Exhibited  in  the  Space  Arts  Gallery  April  27  to  May 
15,  the  Seigfred  show  contained  130  pieces  selected  as 
representative  of  glass  blown  in  the  United  States  be- 
tween 1765  and  1865  and  drew  collectors  and  curators 
of  American  glass  from  throughout  the  eastern  half  of 
the  nation. 

Complementing  the  Seigfred  collection  were  66  color 
photographs  and  12  black  and  white  photographs  of 
pieces  not  exhibited  in  the  gallery.  The  spectacular 
photo  exhibit  was  done  as  a  special  project  by  Ohio 
graduate  students  Lawrence  Gregory,  Jr.,  and  Keith 
Hackleman,  Jr.,  under  the  supervision  of  Clarence  H. 
White,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Photogra- 
phy. Professor  White  called  the  exhibit  the  most  am- 
bitious photographic  project  ever  attempted  at  the 
University.  The  photographs,  taken  in  the  Seigfred 
home,  ranged  in  size  from  14  by  17  to  16  by  20  inches 
and  the  color  was  amazingly  faithful  to  that  of  the 
glass. 

The  Seigfred's  first  contact  with  glass  collecting 
began  in  the  early  1930's  when  a  woman  in  Topeka, 
Kansas,  where  Dr.  Seigfred  was  head  of  the  drama 
department  of  Washburn  College,  gave  them  a  "so- 
called  piece  of  antique  glass"  that  was  worth  approxi- 
mately 35  cents.  The  gift  stirred  the  mind  but  not  the 
pocketbook,  and  it  wasn't  until  1958  that  Dean  and 
Mrs.  Seigfred  began  in  earnest  their  now  beautiful  and 
extensive  collection.  The  130  pieces  exhibited  in  the 
Gallery  was  a  part  of  the  more  than  350  pieces  of 
American  blown  glass  the  Seigfreds  have  assembled  in 
just  eight  short  years. 

Not  only  have  the  Seigfreds  assembled  a  collection 
of  individually  beautiful  pieces,  but  the  selection  re- 
flects a  broad  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  glass 
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blowing  art  and  its  historical  expansion  in  America. 
As  "modern"  collectors,  a  term  distinguished  a  col- 
lector from  those  typical  of  the  past  who  accumulated 
to  satisfy  an  acquisitive  urge,  the  Seigfreds  delight 
in  the  pieces  they  acquire  but  their  enthusiasm  for 
collecting  is  based  in  the  knowledge  they  gain  about 
their  pieces,  or  from  research  which  leads  them  to 
seeking  out  specific  glass. 

Dr.  Seigfred  pointed  out  that  glassmaking  was 
America's  first  industry.  Two  unsuccessful  attempts  to 
establish  a  manufactory  in  Jamestown  were  made  in 
1608  and  1621,  and  it  wasn't  until  Casper  Wistar 
opened  his  factory  in  Allowaystown,  New  Jersey,  that 
glass  in  quantity  was  produced.  Eventually  the  blow- 
ers migrated  to  other  areas,  moving  into  New  York 
State,  New  England,  Southeastern  Pennsylvania  and 
eventually  into  the  Pittsburgh  area  and  into  Ohio. 
Some  of  the  glass  blown  in  Zanesville,  Mantua,  and 
Kent  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century 
is  considered  among  the  most  beautiful  produced  in 
this  country  for  fine  quality,  wide  range  of  colors  and 
great  brilliancy. 

"What  we  have  tried  to  do,"  said  Dean  Seigfred,  "is 
to  get  representative  pieces  that  are  a  trademark  of 
the  period."  Auctions,  antique  shows,  certain  dealers 
and  trade  magazines  are  ideal  for  this  practice,  and  the 
supply  and  demand  are  constant.  "The  problem,"  said 
Dr.  Seigfred,  "is  knowing  what  to  buy  and  what  not 
to  buy."  For  the  most  part,  many  of  the  pieces  dis- 
played in  the  gallery  were  termed  "irreplaceable"  by 
the  Dean. 

The  seminar,  exhibition,  and  the  subsequent  in- 
clusion of  glass  blowing  in  the  fine  arts  curriculum 
represented  a  familiar  line  of  evolvement  from  hobby 
to  job  for  Dean  Seigfred.  An  early  active  interest  in 
theater  resulted  in  his  being  given  responsibility  for 
dramatic  arts.  A  hobby  of  painting  evolved  into  being 
a  part  of  his  job  when  he  assumed  direction  of  the 
area  of  painting  and  allied  arts.  A  long  period  as  an 
avid  concert  patron  phased  into  responsibility  for  the 
School  of  Music.  Responsibility  for  all  these  areas  led 
to  the  development  of  the  first  Doctorate  of  Fine 
Arts  program  in  the  country. 

The  two-day  seminar,  which  attracted  more  than 
75  out-of-town  museum  directors  and  collectors  for  the 
five  sessions,  presented  five  approaches  to  glass  study 
and  featured  noted  glass  experts.  Speakers  included 
Kenneth  Wilson,  curator  of  the  Coming  Museum  of 
Glass,  who  spoke  on  the  historical  development  of 
American  glass;  I.  Noel  Hume,  chief  archaeologist  of 
Colonial  Williamsburg,  who  discussed  glass  excava- 
tions and  the  Amelung  project;  Paul  Perrot,  director  of 
the  Coming  Museum  and  editor  of  the  Journal  of 
Glass  Studies,  who  discussed  design,  style  and  quality 
of  glass;  Dominick  Labino,  retired  vice  president  and 
director  of  research  for  Johns-Manville  Fiber  Glass 
Company,  who  presented  a  lecture-demonstration  on 
glass  as  a  material  and  as  an  art  medium;  and  Pro- 
fessor Harvey  Littleton,  chairman  of  the  Art  De- 
partment at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  who  demon- 
strated glass  blowing  techniques.

Vincent  J.  Jukes,  who  will  retire 
this  year  from  the  Ohio  faculty 
after  36  years  of  service,  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  early  pioneers 
in  educational  broadcasting.  He  es- 
tablished the  first  wired  wireless 
system  of  broadcasting  in  the  state 
of  Ohio  at  Ohio  University  in  1942. 
Among  his  other  broadcasting  ac- 
complishments are  the  first  10-watt 
FM  broadcasting  station  in  an  insti- 
tution of  higher  learning  in  Ohio  in 
1949,  the  University's  standard  AM 
station,  WOUB,  in  1957,  and  in 
1955,  he  established  the  present 
closed-circuit  TV  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity. He  also  developed  the  first 
radio  courses  at  Ohio  University  in 
1938,  and  in  1946  set  up  a  separate 
curriculum  in  radio  and  became 
head  of  the  department.  Professor 
Jukes  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Educational  Broad- 
casters, Ohio  Association  of  Broad- 
casters, Ohio  Council  on  Educa- 
tional Television,  and  the  National 
Association  of  Broadcasters.  He  and 
his  wife,  the  former  Dorothy  Niece 
of  Cleveland,  have  three  daughters.

Richard  G.  (Dick)  Shrider  has 
made  a  habit  of  being  associated 
with  winning  basketball  teams.  The 
personable  Glenford,  O.,  native  led 
his  high  school  team  to  the  state 
Class  B  championship  in  1941  and 
was  an  All-Ohio  high  school  choice 
in  each  of  his  last  two  varsity  sea- 
sons. Following  the  war,  Dick  en- 
rolled at  Ohio  University.  He  was 
an  All-Mid-American  Conference 
choice  in  both  years  on  the  squad, 
and  as  a  senior  was  an  All-Ohio 
choice  whose  play  merited  selection 
for  the  East- West  All-Star  game  in 
New  York.

William  D.  Rohr,  Ohio  athletic 
director,  and  Helen  Moore,  a  reg- 
istered nurse  at  Hudson  Health 
Center,  have  been  named  Honorary 
Ohio  Alumni  by  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Alumni  Association. 

Each  year  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion selects  an  individual  or  indi- 
viduals who  have  contributed  their 
time  and  talents  in  furthering  the 
development  of  Ohio  University. 

Rohr,  a  native  of  Massillon,  Ohio, 
and  a  1940  alumnus  of  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan,  has  been  athletic  director  at 
Ohio  since  June,  1963.  He  suc- 
ceeded Brandon  T.  "Butch"  Grover. 
Before  accepting  his  present  posi- 
tion, he  was  head  basketball  coach 
at  Northwestern  University. 

In  addition  to  catapaulting 
Northwestern  into  a  Big  Ten  title 
contender  in  five  years  as  coach 
there,  Rohr  was  more  familiarly 
known  to  Ohio  fans  as  coach  at 
Miami  for  six  years  before  depart- 
ing for  the  Evanston  school.  His 
Redskin  teams  won  four  Mid- 
American Conference  titles  and 
participated  in  three  NCAA  tourna- 
ment playoffs.

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A  COLORFUL  LETTER  FROM  INDIA 
BY  DR.  TROY  ORGAN 


Dr.  Troy  Organ,  professor  of 
philosophy  at  Ohio  University  since 
1954,  recent  recipient  of  the  Dis- 
tinguished Professor  award,  author 
of  four  books  on  philosophy  and 
numerous  articles,  is  at  present  a 
Fulbright  Fellow  in  India,  doing 
research  on  "self-realization  in  In- 
dian philosophy."  This  is  his  second 
Fulbright  Fellowship  to  India;  he 
was  first  there  in  1958-59.  Dr. 
Organ,  who  was  caught  in  New 
Delhi  during  the  outbreak  of  the 
India-Pakistan  War,  has  written  a 
colorful  letter  about  his  experi- 
ences to  his  colleagues  at  the  Uni- 
versity, (without  however,  stating 
his  opinions  about  the  war,  since 
all  Fulbrighters  had  been  asked  by 
the  United  States  Educational 
Foundation  in  India  not  to  do  so.) 

In  New  Delhi,  with  other  Ful- 
brighters and  their  families  for  a 
two-week  orientation,  Dr.  Organ 
and  his  wife  found  some  comfort  in 
being  close  to  the  "tender  consola- 
tions of  Ambassador  Bowles,"  but 
less  in  being  in  the  city  which 
Pakistan  said  was  its  target,  a  city  in 
which  the  strictest  of  blackouts  had 
been  imposed.  The  one  hundred 
and  twenty  Fulbrighters,  crowded 
into  the  Indian  International 
Centre  for  their  orientation,  were 
awakened  at  4:00  a.m.  each  morn- 
ing by  the  wail  of  air  raid  sirens. 
One  morning,  herded  into  the  halls, 
so  as  not  to  be  near  the  windows, 
they  distinctly  heard  the  sounds  of 
antiaircraft  guns.  "If  there  were 
any  doubts  about  the  reality  of  the 
war,"  Dr.  Organ  writes,  "they  were 
effectively  removed  the  day  we 
saw  the  army  ambulances  bringing 


the  wounded  back  from  Kashmir 
.  .  .  Rumors  were  plentiful:  the 
water  supply  of  Delhi  had  been 
poisoned;  spies  had  been  dropped 
by  parachute;  Calcutta  had  been 
bombed;  the  Chinese  were  invad- 
ing." When  the  Organs  returned 
to  Calcutta  where  Dr.  Organ  is 
affiliated  with  the  university,  the 
war  was  still  on.  Everywhere  in  the 
city  doorways  were  sandbagged, 
windows  were  taped,  and  no  lights 
were  seen  in  the  streets.  The  black- 
out of  news  made  things  worse. 
Time  and  Newsweek  were  seized 
from  the  stands  and  burned  in  the 
streets.  The  food  shortage,  whose 
causes  were  unknown,  was  serious. 

The  Tashkent  agreement,  Dr. 
Organ  states,  was  greeted  with  re- 
lief and  satisfaction,  although  the 
nation  was  shocked  by  the  sudden 
death  of  Prime  Minister  Shastri 
who,  "in  his  eighteen  months  in 
office  had  accomplished  what  few 
thought  was  possible:  he  had  be- 
come an  excellent  successor  to 
Nehru,  giving  to  India  and  the 
world  a  living  example"  of  the 
finest  type  of  Hindu  character  and 
personality.  Dr.  Organ  suggests 
that  historians  will  disclose  more  of 
Shashtri's  greatness  on  the  future. 
"He  was  a  man  to  whom  the  com- 
mon people  could  feel  close  as  they 
could  not  either  to  the  saintly 
Gandhi  or  the  aristocratic  Nehru 
.  .  .  Whether  Mrs.  Gandhi  can 
carry  out  the  ideals  of  Shastri  re- 
mains to  be  seen." 

When  the  Organs  arrived  in 
India  at  the  Delhi  airport,  last  July 
Fourth  (1965)  at  5  a.m.,  they  were 
greeted  by  the  sight  of  a  man  in 


Yogi  headstand  saying  his  morning 
prayers  to  the  sun,  at  the  roadside. 
That  evening,  in  marked  contrast, 
at  the  American  Embassy's  celebra- 
tion, they  participated  in  potato 
races,  ate  hot  dogs,  drank  beer  and 
cokes,  and  watched  the  fireworks. 

The  next  day,  on  the  way  to 
Calcutta,  their  jet  plane  developed 
trouble,  and  they  had  to  return  to 
Delhi  where  they  landed  by  drag- 
shoot,  stopping  just  short  of  the 
end  of  the  runway  surrounded  by 
ambulances  and  fire  trucks.  Finally, 
on  reaching  Calcutta,  they  found 
it  flooded  by  the  monsoon  rains. 
"In  a  few  weeks  we  had  settled 
down  to  our  work  in  spite  of  the 
rains  and  the  heat,  and  we  soon 
had  behind  us  the  initial  illness 
every  newcomer  to  India  can  ex- 
pect." They  had  chosen  to  stay  in 
Calcutta  rather  than  travel  about 
as  during  their  previous  stay.  The 
Pakistani -Indian  conflict  helped 
them  make  that  decision,  since  for 
several  months  all  foreigners  were 
suspect,  especially  those  with 
cameras.  "The  Indian  government's 
offer  of  500  rupees  for  each  spy 
apprehended  touched  off  a  hunt 
which  had  humorous  as  well  as 
tragic  results." 

Calcutta,  Dr.  Organ  says,  is  a 
city  of  violence.  "We've  had  92 
protest  processions  in  the  last  80 
days.  When  the  tramways  raised 
the  rates,  the  students  burned  a 
half-dozen  trams,  threw  acid  on 
tram-operators,  and  injured  twenty 
policemen  with  brickbats.  That  was 
last  July.  The  big  controversy  in 
August  was  over  the  outlawing  of 
sandish  (a  Bengali  confection)  in 
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Dr.  Organ,  in  sunglasses,  and  his  wife  and  daugh- 
ter, to  his  immediate  right,  enjoy  an  Indian-style 
picnic  uith  some  friends.

order  to  save  milk  for  babies. 
Whatever  be  the  decision  of  the 
Calcutta  Corporation,  one  can  pre- 
dict that  die  parks  and  the  streets 
will  shortly  be  crowded  with  those 
protesting  against  this  invasion  of 
rights,  or  this  destruction  of  a  tra- 
dition. Surely  one  can  say  of  Cal- 
cutta, as  Samuel  Johnson  said  of 
London,  whoever  is  tired  of  this 
city  is  tired  of  living." 

Calcutta,  the  letter  continues,  is 
Bengal,  and  "Bengal  is  art,  litera- 
ture, music,  dance,  education  and 
religion.  There  are  so  many  artists 
at  work  that  shows  in  the  Academy 
of  Fine  Arts  last  but  ten  days. 
Almost  every  week  the  newspapers 
report  another  police  arrest  of  a 
rebel  poet  for  publishing  an  ob- 
scene poem.  If  one  can't  endure 
Indian  classical  music  or  Tagore 
sangits  (ed.  note:  song  festivals  or 
group  singing),  one  can  attend  con- 
certs of  the  Calcutta  Symphony 
Orchestra.  There  are  dozens  of  col- 
leges in  the  city.  The  giant  of  them 
all  is  Calcutta  University  with  its 
140,000  students.  At  the  last  con- 
vocation, 26,000  degrees  were  con- 
ferred. As  for  religion,  name  it  and 
Calcutta  has  it.  The  Bengalis  en- 
joy religious  festivals  so  much  that, 
in  addition  to  the  numerous  Hindu 
and  Moslem  holy  days,  they  have 
within  the  last  few  years  taken 
with  gusto  to  Christmas.  A  Sikh 
taxi  driver  made  this  observation, 
'Sikhs  work!  Bengalis  pray!' " 

Called  by  Time  magazine,  "Hell 
on  earth,"  Calcutta,  according  to 
Dr.  Organ,  is  more  fascinating  than 
any  other  city  he  has  ever  seen, 
heard  or  "smelled.  We  can  never 
decide  whether  it  is  the  sights  or 


the  sounds  or  the  odors  which  most 
attract  us  to  the  city.  The  casual 
visitor  remembers  the  200,000 
pavement  dwellers,  the  cows  and 
goats  in  the  streets,  the  crows  and 
vultures  overhead,  the  decrepit 
blatting  taxis,  the  stench  of  open 
sewers  and  rotted  garbage,  and 
perhaps  most  of  all  the  persistent 
beggars.  A  longer  stay  does  not 
close  one's  senses  to  these  aspects 
of  the  city,  but  one  becomes  aware 
of  the  dignity,  grace  and  humor  of 
those  who  have  so  few  possessions 
and  almost  no  privacy.  In  addition 
to  the  noise  of  traffic  one  learns 
to  listen  for  the  clink  of  the  bell 
of  the  rickshaw  wallahs  and  the 
snatches  of  songs  of  men  and  boys 
in  the  streets.  The  odor  of  burning 
dung  may  not  be  pleasant,  but  it 
makes  more  pronounced  a  whiff  of 
pan  (ed.  note:  betel  nut  prepared 
with  spices)  from  a  shop  or  incense 
from  a  shrine." 

Dr.  Organ  finds  that  in  this  sec- 
ond trip  to  India,  many  of  his 
former  impressions  have  altered, 
although  he  still  considers  it  a  land 
of  contrasts.  For  example,  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  conflict  with  Pakistan, 
the  object  of  veneration  in  the  usu- 
ally peaceful  India  is  no  longer  the 
sadhu  (ed.  note:  wandering  holy 
man),  but  the  brave  jaw  an  (ed. 
note:  common  soldier).  And  while 
Indian  women  are  shy  creatures, 
the  "skintight  punjabis  (ed.  note: 
2-piece  dress  with  tunic  top,  a  scarf 
hanging  down  at  the  back,  and 
balloon-like  trousers  tight  at  die 
ankle),  and  the  skimpy  cholis  (ed. 
note:  very  short  blouse  worn  under 
a  sari)  leave  little  for  the  imagina- 
tion,  and   a   common   sight  is   a 


traffic -dodging  scooter  with  a 
lovely  Indian  woman  perched  se- 
dately on  the  back."  Although  pub- 
lic displays  of  affection  between 
men  and  women  are  prohibited, 
the  park  benches,  Dr.  Organ  ob- 
serves, are  employed  much  the 
same  way  as  in  America.  While 
Indians  are  not  supposed  to  drink 
alchoholic  beverages,  the  Organs 
have  visited  homes  where  "the 
most  prominent  furnishing  is  a 
well-stocked  bar." 

The  Indian  National  Library  in 
Calcutta  is,  Dr.  Organ  finds,  an 
ideal  place  to  do  his  research, 
which  is  going  very  well.  He  is 
able  to  obtain  most  of  the  books 
he  wishes  to  examine,  and  the 
Library  staff  has  not  only  allowed 
him  to  keep  the  books  as  long  as 
he  needs  them,  but  has  also  given 
him  a  desk  at  the  Library.  He  does 
complain,  however,  that  the  "white 
ants  and  the  humidity  have  beaten 
me  to  some  of  the  books."  but  he 
hopes  that  microfilming  will  save 
the  volumes  now  in  danger  of  be- 
ing lost.  He  has  given  lectures  at 
Vishva  Bharat  University,  Anna- 
malai  University,  St.  Xavier's  Col- 
lege and  the  American  University 
Centre  at  Calcutta  University.  Mrs. 
Organ  has  been  teaching  classes  in 
Conversational  English  and  also  in 
Public  Speaking  at  the  Indo-Ameri- 
can  Society,  working  with  adults 
who  wish  to  improve  their  use  of 
English  as  a  second  language.  Late 
in  March  the  Organs  leave  for 
London,  where  Dr.  Organ  will 
complete  his  research  at  the 
Library  of  the  British  Museum.  He 
adds,  "There  will  be  some  physical 
adjustments  when  we  shift  from 
our  present  90  degree  temperature 
to  the  spring  weather  of  London." 

Dr.  Organ  concludes,  "if  we  had 
known  last  June  that  India  was  to 
experience  war  and  famine  in  these 
months,  we  probably  never  would 
have  come.  But  our  stay  has  been 
an  immensely  rich  one  in  spite  of 
many  anxious  moments.  We  are 
grateful  to  all  those  who  made  this 
visit  possible." 
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THREE  RESIDENCE  HALLS  NAMED 


Three  residence  halls  and  the  old 
U.  S.  Post  Office  building  have 
been  given  official  names  by  the 
Ohio  University  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  action  was  taken  at  a  meeting 
March  16. 

The  four  people  for  whom  the 
buildings  were  named  —  Margaret 
Boyd,  Colonel  Timothy  Pickering, 
Archibald  Green  Brown,  and  Har- 
ley  Hildreth  Haning  —  were  prom- 
inent figures  in  the  early  history  of 
the  University. 

Margaret  Boyd,  for  whom  resi- 
dence hall  #10  on  the  West  Green 
was  named,  was  the  first  woman  to 
be  admitted  to  and  the  first  woman 
to  be  graduated  from  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. She  was  admitted  in  1870 
and  was  graduated  in  1873. 

The  decision  of  the  trustees  to 
admit  Miss  Boyd  in  1870  actually- 
recorded  an  accomplished  fact,  for 
she  had  already  been  in  attendance 
at  the  University,  registered  as 
M.  Boyd.  The  proposal  to  admit 
women  originated  with  the  faculty, 
who  recognized  the  trend  of  the 
times  and  foresaw  an  additional 
source  of  income. 

Miss  Boyd,  who  later  became  a 
teacher  at  Cincinnati  Wesley  an 
College,  was  first  honored  by  the 
trustees  in  1906  when  they  named 
a  women's  residence  hall  on  Park 
Place  Boyd  Hall.  This  building  will 
shortly  be  razed  to  make  room  for 
the  new  University  library. 

Residence  halls  #11  and  #12  on 
the  new  South  Green  have  been 
named  in  honor  of  Colonel  Thomas 
Pickering  and  Archibald  Green 
Brown.  The  halls  are  expected  to 
be  completed  by  the  opening  of 
the  fall  semester,  with  two  addi- 
tional residence  halls  and  a  separate 
dining  facility  scheduled  for  com- 
pletion by  December  1. 

Colonel  Pickering  recorded  the 
Newburgh   Plan — a   proposal   pre- 


sented in  Congress  in  1783  for 
"forming  a  new  State  westward  of 
the  Ohio.  Land  in  the  new  state 
was  to  be  assigned  to  officers  and 
men  according  to  congressional 
promises  made  in  1776  and  1780; 
other  lands  were  to  be  set  aside 
for  establishing  schools  and  acade- 
mies and  for  public  buildings;  slav- 
ery was  to  be  prohibited;  a  con- 
stitutional government  was  to  be 
erected;  and  the  state  so  constituted 
was  to  be  admitted  to  the  confed- 
eracy of  the  United  States." 

The  plan  was  drawn  up  at  the 
army's  winter  headquarters  at  New- 
burgh, New  York.  Generals  Rufus 
Putnam  and  Jedediah  Huntington 
considered  the  prosposal,  but ,  it 
was  Putnam  who  assumed  the 
leadership  in  pushing  the  project. 
Many  of  the  ideas  advocated  in  the 
Newburgh  Plan  were  incorporated 
in  the  famous  Ordinance  of  1787. 

Archibald  Green  Brown,  one  of 
Athens  County's  earliest  settlers, 
was  graduated  from  Ohio  Univer- 
sity in  1822.  Two  years  later  he 
began  an  association  with  the  Uni- 
versity that  would  last  for  68  years 
and  include  such  positions  as  pre- 
ceptor of  the  academy,  University 
librarian,  and  University  trustee. 

Brown  began  his  studies  at  the 
University  at  the  age  of  14  in  1812. 
Following  his  graduation  and  his 
post  as  preceptor  in  1824-25,  he 
established  The  Athens  Mirror  and 
Literary  Register,  the  first  news- 
paper in  Athens  County.  He  was 
also  a  charter  member  of  the 
Athenian  Literary  Society,  for  over 
one  hundred  years  an  Ohio  Uni- 
versity organization  and  tradition. 

Named  to  the  University's  Board 
of  Trustees  in  1841,  Brown  served 
until  his  death  in  1892 — a  period  of 
51  years — the  longest  of  any  trustee 
in  the  history  of  the  University.  He 
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served  for  a  time  as  secretary, 
giving  up  that  title  in  1853. 

On  June  22,  1859,  Archibald  G. 
Brown  organized  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Alumni  Association  at  a  meet- 
ing held  in  Athens.  Some  effort  had 
been  made  earlier  to  organize 
alumni,  but  to  no  avail.  The  "father" 
of  the  Alumni  Association  was  a 
brother  of  General  John  Brown, 
who,  in  1818,  built  and  for  47 
years  operated  as  a  hotel  the 
"Brown  House"  on  the  present  site 
of  Howard  Hall. 

The  pioneer  newspaper  publisher 
served  as  Athens  County  Recorder 
from  1827  to  1833,  and  again  from 
1836  to  1841.  He  employed  a  stu- 
dent, John  Brough — later  to  be- 
come Governor  of  Ohio — in  his 
printing  plant,  and  was  instru- 
mental in  the  creation  of  several 
early  literary  societies. 

Harley  Hildreth  Haning  is  de- 
scribed as  a  "prominent  business 
man"  who  was  graduated  from 
Ohio  University  in  1894.  In  April, 
1906,  upon  the  death  of  Augustus 
J.  Frame,  he  was  elected  treasurer 
of  the  University  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  For  some  time  he  also 
bore  the  title  of  business  manager. 

The  building  that  now  bears  his 
name,  the  old  U.  S.  Post  Office,  has 
been  completely  renovated  inside 
and  now  contains  all  of  the  busi- 
ness offices,  offices  for  student  fi- 
nancial aids,  housing  and  security, 
and  the  computer  center. 

The  Haning  home  in  Athens  was, 
for  many  years,  a  three-story  resi- 
dence which  stood  on  the  site  of 
the  present  Copeland  Hall.

She  is  a  small,  young  woman, 
I  lithe  and  attractive.  Her  brown  hair 
is  cut  in  the  latest  Parisian  style. 
There  is  a  definite  piquancy  about 
her,  especially  when  she  turns 
slightly  to  look  at  you  with  her 
head  tilted  just  a  bit;  her  bright, 
brown  eyes  alive  with  a  great  inter- 
est in  people  and  what  makes  them 
tick.  If  something  delights  her,  she 
smiles  and  says,  "That's  super." 

Diana  Margaret  Lurie  decided  as 
a  child  ©f  ten  in  Johannesburg, 
South  Africa,  that  her  goal  in  life 
was  to  become  a  life  Magazine 
staffer.  With  that  goal  firmly  in 
mind  she  went  about  the  business 
of  fulfillment. 

Educated  through  the  junior  year 
in  South  Africa,  Diana  came  to  the 
United  States  for  her  senior  year. 
Completing  this  year  at  Coral 
Gables  High  School  in  Florida  she 
searched  for  the  university  that 
could  give  her  the  necessary  in- 
gredients to  fulfill  her  ambition  . 

Ohio  University  was  a  natural 
choice  because  she  could  work  si- 
multaneously in  the  fields  of  En- 
glish, Photography  and  American 
History.  "American  history,"  says 
Miss  Lurie,  "was  relatively  easy  for 
me  because  I  came  to  it  unencum- 
bered with  any  previous  knowl- 
edge. It  was  stimulating,  exciting 
and  vibrant." 

Graduating  with  honors  plus  spe- 


cial honors  in  English,  Diana  re- 
ceived the  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts 
degree  in  1961. 

"New  York,  New  York,"  as  the 
song  goes,  beckoned. 

Her  first  job  was  with  life's 
sister  publication  sports  illus- 
trated. Diana  was  assigned  to 
the  copy  room,  and  in  her  travels 
up  and  down  the  maze  of  corridors 
that  constitute  the  time-life 
building,  got  to  know  people  and 
people  got  to  know  her. 

After  only  six  weeks,  the  goal 
started  to  materialize  when  she  was 
transferred  to  life  Magazine's 
training  program  and  after  seven 
months  to  the  reportorial  staff.  This 
is  where  the  stuff  that  makes  stories 
is  born,  nurtured,  and  assigned. 
This  is  where  president  under  the 
gun  (life,  January  15,  1965)  a 
story  on  Ohio  University  president 
Vernon  R.  Alden  was  assigned. 

Miss  Lurie  spent  three  weeks  on 
the  campus  working  on  that  story 
with  a  life  photographer.  "I  have 
a  definite  plan  on  these  assign- 
ments," she  said.  "First  I  talk  to 
all  of  the  tangential  people — the 
people  who  work  with  the  subject 
person.  Finally  spend  four  hours 
with  the  person  who  is  the  focal 
point  of  the  story.  And  then  I  write 
and  re-write  and  finally  it  goes  to 
the  finishing  editor  who  re-writes 
again." 


One  of  Diana  Lurie's  assignments 
was  a  tough  one  .  .  .  the  Bunny 
Club  entrepeneur  Hugh  Hefner. 

"He  wasn't  at  all  difficult  to  find 
...  no  chasing  from  one  place  to 
another  .  .  .  just  sitting  on  that 
round  bed  from  which  he  conducts 
all  of  his  'bunny  business'." 

In  describing  how  a  story  is  de- 
cided upon,  Miss  Lurie  said,  "We 
sit  in  an  informal  conference  when 
we're  talking  about  subjects  for 
major  stories  that  might  appear  in 
life.  Names  are  suggested  and  fi- 
nally winnowed  down  and  assign- 
ments are  made." 

Miss  Lurie's  sister  suggested  the 
Barbara  Streisand  story.  This  as- 
signment— one  of  the  top  stories  of 
the  year  in  life — took  her  to  Lon- 
don, Paris  and  Rome,  following 
Miss  Streisand.  "It  was  exciting, 
frightening  and  tiring  and  wonder- 
ful, and,  of  course,  it's  nice  that  the 
story  generated  the  interest  and  the 
generous  comments  it  has." 

Some  day  Miss  Lurie  wants  to 
write  short  stories  .  .  .  but  for  the 
present,  being  a  life  staffer  is  a 
goal  reached. 

"I'm  not  a  good  writer,"  she  says, 
"a  good  reporter,  yes,  but  not  a  par- 
ticularly good  writer.  Thank  good- 
ness we  have  expert  editors  at  life."

A  new  front  in  the  battle  to 
eliminate  poverty,  particularly  in 
Appalachia,  was  formed  at  Ohio 
University  on  February  21  when 
Rep.  Walter  Moeller  announced 
the  recently  established  Center  for 
Economic  Opportunity  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Business  Administration  had 
been  granted  $587,000  for  a  chal- 
lenging and  unique  project. 

The  grant  was  obtained  only  83 
days  after  Dr.  Richard  J.  Stillman, 
Project  Director,  developed  a  con- 
cept and  submitted  to  Harry 
Evarts,  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Business  Administration,  a  program 
designed  to  tie  business  leaders  to 
the  War  on  Poverty. 

Dr.  Donald  N.  M.  Horning,  As- 
sistant Professor  of  Sociology,  and 
M.  N.  Brinkman,  formerly  Deputy 
Director  of  Ohio  University  Insti- 
tute for  Regional  Development, 
joined  the  newly-established  Cen- 
ter for  Economic  Opportunity  two 
weeks  after  Dr.  Stillman 's  Decem- 
ber 3  proposal.  Dr.  Homing  was 
named  Associate  Director  for 
Training  and  Program  Develop- 
ment, while  Mr.  Brinkman  assumed 
Business  Manager  duties. 

In  designing  the  training  pro- 
posal and  application  for  the  grant, 
the  Center  embraced  President 
Alden's  long-held  position  that 
business  has  a  social  and  moral  re- 
sponsibility for  the  social  and  eco- 
nomic changes  that  create  poverty. 

The  thoroughness  and  validity  of 
the  proposal  are  reflected  by  the 
swift  action  taken  by  OEO  officials. 
The  application  formally  was  sub- 
mitted on  January  21,  and  the  grant 
from  the  Community  Action  Pro- 
gram of  OEO  was  announced  30 
days  later.  Formal  notifiication 
from  R.  Sargent  Shriver  that  the 
money  could  be  spent  was  received 
March  3. 

Mr.  Shriver,  who  was  on  hand  at 
the  Marietta,  Ohio,  Area  Chamber 
of  Commerce  meeting,  where  the 
announcement  was  made,  called 
the  program  "a  great  opportunity 
and  a  great  hope  for  the  War  on 
Poverty  and  for  Ohio  University." 


Rep.  Moeller  further  honored 
Dean  Evarts,  Dr.  Stillman,  Dr. 
Horning  and  Mr.  Brinkman  by  de- 
claring that  the  grant  "could  have 
gone  to  Harvard,  but  because  of 
these  men  it  went  to  Ohio." 

The  importance  of  the  project  is 
reflected  in  the  notice  given  it  by 
the  press  and  through  talks  with 
business  leaders. 

The  Wall  Street  Journal  gave  the 
program  front-page  coverage  on 
April  7,  spelling  out  what  the  proj- 
ect means  to  business  throughout 
America. 

To  facilitate  bringing  business 
into  the  War  on  Poverty,  business 
leaders  will  be  divided  into  two 
groups — major  and  small.  They 
will  attend  separate  seminars  and 
institutes,  Dr.  Stillman  said. 

Dr.  Horning  has  identified  mar- 
keting areas  in  the  12  Appalachia 
states  where  a  series  of  two,  pos- 
sibly more,  two-day  seminars  will 
be  presented  to  260  small  business 
leaders  and  financial  institution 
officers. 

"To  assist  the  Center  in  identify- 
ing 20  outstanding  small  business 
leaders  in  each  of  the  marketing 
areas,  the  Center  is  in  the  process 
of  setting  up  an  advisory  board  in 
each  marketing  area,"  Dr.  Horning 
explained. 

The  sociologist  said  the  first  two- 
day  seminar  will  identify  the  na- 
ture of  poverty — dealing  particu- 
larly with  each  marketing  area — 
and  how  business  involvement  and 
participation  can  help  solve  the 
conditions  breeding  poverty. 

"The  key  words  to  the  whole 
small  business  training  concept  are 
involvement  and  participation,"  Dr. 
Horning  said.  "The  seminars  will 
remain  as  unstructured  as  possible, 
giving  maximum  time  to  the  busi- 
ness leaders  to  express  their  hopes, 
their  fears  and  doubts;  and,  hope- 
fully, their  willingness  to  become 
involved  in  the  War  on  Poverty." 

Involvement  can  take  the  form 
of  seeking  new  markets,  creating 
new  jobs  through  plant  expansion 
or  location,  analyzing  growth  and 
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development  of  Appalachia,  or 
even  through  participation  in  Com- 
munity Action  Agencies. 

"The  approach  and  content  of 
the  second  seminar  will  be  deter- 
mined in  consultation  with  the 
members  of  the  advisory  group  and 
the  various  participants.  The  sec- 
ond seminar  will,  in  effect,  provide 
a  continuum  of  experience  ensuring 
the  most  effective,  economical  steps 
are  being  taken  in  the  War  on 
Poverty,"  he  said. 

It  is  planned  that  after  the  two 
seminars  have  taken  place,  the 
most  interested  of  the  260  partici- 
pants will  meet  at  Ohio  University 
for  a  four-day  conference  to  fur- 
ther discuss  ways  in  which  business 
can  help  defeat  poverty. 

In  the  big  business  arena,  a  one- 
day  kick-off  conference  to  which 
the  presidents  and  board  chairmen 
of  35  major  corporations  will  be 
invited  is  slated  to  be  held  at  Ohio 
University  in  September. 


"Our  aim  at  the  one-day  confer- 
ence," Dr.  Stillman  explained,  is 
to  present  to  the  70  attending  the 
ways  in  which  major  business  can 
further  help  eradicate  poverty." 

"We  hope  to  have  Vice  President 
Humphrey,  Governor  Rhodes,  Sar- 
gent Shriver  and  other  government 
leaders  address  the  corporation 
chiefs,"  the  Director  explained. 

A  few  weeks  later,  representa- 
tives from  the  35  corporations  will 
gather  at  Athens  for  a  four-day 
institute. 

Dr.  Horning  explained  that  the 
program  will  include  instruction  in 
the  nature  of  poverty,  how  big  busi- 
ness is  combating  the  conditions 
causing  poverty  and  how  a  better 
business-government  atmosphere 
can  be  established  for  future  action. 

About  90  days  later,  the  first  of 
two  four-day  follow-up  institutes 
will  be  held  in  various  places  in 
Appalachia. 


Different  approaches  that  will  be 
presented  at  the  follow-up  insti- 
tutes include  ways  in  which  busi- 
ness can  contract  with  the  govern- 
ment to  operate  Job  Corps  camps, 
retraining  projects  and  other  anti- 
poverty  programs. 

Another  level  of  involvement 
might  include  executive-type  deci- 
sions involving  plant  expansion  or 
location.  Some  business  leaders 
may  want  to  get  involved  in  Com- 
munity Action  Agencies  as  their 
contribution  to  the  War  on  Poverty. 

'"The  important  thing  to  remem- 
ber," Dr.  Stillman  explained,  "is 
that  businessmen  themselves  are 
telling  us  what  they  want.  We've 
visited  business  leaders  in  five 
states,  presenting  our  program  and 
asking  their  advice  on  how  we  can 
present  the  most  effective  means  to 
fight  poverty." 

"The  response  to  our  program 
has  been  gratifying,"  Dr.  Stillman 
said.  "Their  constructive  criticism 
has  helped  shape  our  final  program, 
and  we  are  remaining  flexible  to 
adapt  to  other  suggestions. 

The  director  explained  that  three 
project  associates  and  three  more 
field  and  training  assistants  are 
needed  to  aid  in  formulating  final 
plans.  We  are  looking  for  men  from 
business  to  complete  our  staffing. 

Research  Assistant  Marlene 
Weaver  of  Akron  is  a  former  Ohio 
University  student  and  John 
Thomas,  Public  Relations  Director, 
is  a  1963  graduate  of  Ohio. 

Other  staff  members  include  Dr. 
Leonard  Ferguson,  a  psychologist 
with  experience  in  the  life  insur- 
ance field,  as  Training  and  Research 
Consultant;  Paul  Miller  of  Colum- 
bus, a  20-year  veteran  of  the  Air 
Force,  as  Administrative  Assistant; 
Tom  Ris  of  Denver,  Colorado,  a 
four-year  Peace  Corpsman,  and 
Mike  Long,  a  1965  Harvard  gradu- 
ate, as  Field  and  Training  Assist- 
ants. 

The  grant  is  for  one  year,  but  all 
indications  point  toward  a  continu- 
ation of  the  program  in  the  years 
to  follow. 
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BOBCAT  ROUNDUP 


John   Eastman 

Ohio  University  has  claimed 
its  first  All-America  soccer  player. 
John  Eastman,  senior  right  half- 
back from  Lindenhurst,  N.  Y.,  was 
named  by  the  National  Soccer 
Coaches  Association  to  the  1965 
Collegiate  All-America  first  team. 

"John  is  one  of  the  finest  all- 
around  soccer  players  we've  had 
at  Ohio,  he  does  everything  well," 
said  Coach  John  McComb  about 
the  5-11,  170-pound  Bobcat  cap- 
tain. Eastman,  noted  more  for  de- 
fensive and  leadership  abilities 
than  scoring,  finished  with  three 
goals  and  a  total  of  seven  points 
last  fall. 

Eastman  accepted  his  award  at 
the  annual  All-America  Awards 
Luncheon  January  8  at  the  Hotel 
Manhattan  in  New  York  City. 
When  informed  of  the  honor  the 
Bobcat  star  said:  "This  is  a  great 
honor  but  you  have  to  give  a  lot 
of  the  credit  to  Coach  McComb 
and  my  teammates."  Last  year  he 
was  named  All-Ohio  and  All-Mid- 
west. 


Four  Bobcat  spring  sports  teams, 
two  of  which  are  defending  Mid- 
American Conference  champions, 
have  been  assigned  the  task  of  ac- 
cumulating enough  points  to  over- 
take Miami  and  Bowling  Green  in 
the  race  for  the  David  E.  Reese 
Trophy. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  Miami 
holds  a  10  point  lead  over  Ohio, 
30%  to  20%,  with  Bowling  Green 
enjoying  a  7%  point  bulge.  Western 
Michigan  has  third  place,  but  only 
by  a  slim  Vz  point  margin  over 
the  Bobcats.  The  Reese  Trophy, 
emblematic  of  athletic  supremacy 
in  the  MAC,  has  found  its  home  in 
Athens  five  of  the  seven  years  it 
has  been  awarded. 

Ohio's  two  defending  spring 
champions,  baseball  and  golf, 
toured  the  south  during  the  spring 
vacation,  as  did  the  tennis  squad, 
in  preparation  for  MAC  competi- 
tion. The  Bobcat  netmen  have 
shown  improvement  over  last  year's 
dismal  last  place  showing,  and 
along  with  Coach  Stan  Huntsman's 
track  squad,  are  expected  to  boost 
Ohio's  chances. 


BASEBALL 

Veteran  baseball  mentor  Bob 
Wren,  beginning  his  18th  season 
as  Bobcat  boss,  will  find  it  hard  to 
improve  on  last  season's  spectacu- 
lar 28-3  record.  Graduation  de- 
partures and  the  loss  of  star  short- 
stop Terry  Harmon  to  the  pro 
ranks  caused  some  concern,  but 
the  return  of  sluggers  Bob  Willet 
(Cincinnati)  and  Berke  Reichen- 
bach  ( Euclid )  and  top  hurler  Tom 
Murphy  (Euclid)  have  brightened 
the  picture. 

The  Bobcats  won  three,  lost  two 
and  tied  one  on  the  spring  southern 


jaunt,  and  are  solid  picks  to  repeat 
as  MAC  champions. 

GOLF 

With  just  three  of  nine  lettermen 
returning  from  last  year's  MAC 
champs,  golf  coach  Kermit  Blosser 
is  pinning  Ohio's  hopes  on  a 
talented  group  of  sophomores. 
Heading  the  list  are  Dan  Robinson, 
the  Dayton  City  Amateur  cham- 
pion last  summer;  Bruce  Helwagen, 
Circleville's  State  Junior  champion 
in  1965,  and  Jim  Nordstrom,  former 
Ohio  Junior  king  from  Ashland. 

Blosser's  teams  have  won  13 
championships  in  the  last  15  years, 
and  the  good  showing  on  the  spring 
tour  (four  wins  and  two  losses) 
points  to  another  fine  performance 
this  season. 

TRACK 

Coach  Stan  Huntsman  has  begun 
the  first  stage  of  a  rebuilding  proc- 
ess—  transforming  his  track sters 
from  the  successful  relay  meet 
teams  of  the  past  three  years  into 
a  good  dual  meet  squad.  Missing 
from  last  season's  MAC  third  place 
finishers  are  two  All-Americans  and 
Olympic  tryout  finalists,  Darnell 
Mitchell  and  Barry  Sugden,  plus 
ace  sprinter  Mel  Orr.  Of  the  41 
points  tallied  by  Ohio  at  last  year's 
conference  meet,  only  three  were 
scored  by  a  returning  letterman. 

Most  promising  newcomers  are 
sophomore  middle  distance  runners 
John  Tillman  (Akron)  and  Mel 
Williams  (Newport  News,  Va. ). 
Co-Captains  Rick  Osicka  (Cleve- 
land) and  Don  Gieb  (Cleveland) 
anchor  Ohio  hopes  in  the  distance 
and  sprint  events. 

TENNIS 
A  promising  group  of  sopho- 
mores should  give  coach  Carroll 
Widdoes  added  depth  and  the 
necessary  punch  to  improve  on  last 
season's  3-16  dual  match  record. 
Missing  via  graduation  are  two 
veterans  and  last  year's  No.  1 
player,  Ted  Martin,  ruled  ineligi- 
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ble.  The  top  three  players  are 
senior  Bob  McCutcheon  (Zanes- 
ville),  junior  Jay  Braden  (Zanes- 
ville ) ,  and  sophomore  Mike  Hamm 
(Chillicothe). 

SWIMMING 

Coach  Fletcher  Gilders'  deter- 
mined Bobcat  swimmers  won  then- 
second  consecutive  MAC  cham- 
pionship March  12  at  Bowling 
Green.  The  Bobcats,  using  good 
depth  plus  record  breaking  per- 
formances from  sprinter  Neil 
Kreuger  (Cincinnati)  and  all- 
around  ace  George  Saldana  (De- 
troit), nipped  the  host  Falcons 
123-111%. 

The  swimmers  had  posted  only 
a  6-6  dual  meet  record  and  weren't 
considered  strong  enough  to  repeat 
as  champions.  Kreuger  won  the 
100  yard  backstroke  in  a  record 
57.1  and  Saldana  the  400  yard  in- 
dividual medley  in  4:33.7.  Other 
individual  winners  were  Chris 
Newell  (Westerville)  in  the  three- 
meter  diving,  and  Bay  Bandall 
(Wyandotte,  Mich.)  in  the  200 
yard  backstroke.

Ken  Fowlkes  was  named  most  valuable  player  and  John  Schroeder 
captain  of  next  year's  varsity  squad  at  the  Ohio  basketball  banquet 
March  9. 

Fowlkes,  6-4  junior  forward  from  Columbus  East  was  the  leading 
scorer  for  Ohio  with  a  16.1  average  until  sidelined  with  a  broken  foot  in 
the  Kent  State  win  February  19.  Schroeder,  6-9  junior  center  from  Norwalk, 
led  the  Bobcats  in  rebounding  with  an  11.8  average,  and  was  second  in 
scoring  with  a  12.4  mark. 

The  Bobcats  finished  in  a  tie  for  third  place  in  the  Mid-American 
Conference  with  Bowling  Green,  each  team  owning  a  6-6  ledger.  Overall, 
Ohio  ended  13-10.

Coach  Fred  Schleicher's  matmen 
finished  fifth  in  the  MAC  meet  at 
Western  Michigan,  but  two  Bob- 
cats later  won  individual  titles  in 
the  4-1  Tournament  in  Cleveland. 
Dave  Unik  (Berea)  won  the  117 
pound  division  with  a  3-2  decision 
and  sophomore  Bick  Martin  (Pitts- 
burgh) defeated  MAC  champ 
Dennis  Palmer  of  Bowling  Green 
4-1  in  the  167  pound  finals.  Both 
Unik  and  Martin  participated  in 
the  NCAA  meet  March  24-26  at 
Iowa  State. 


FOOTBALL 
Coach  Bill  Hess  greeted  82  foot- 
ball aspirants  April  8,  the  first  day 
of  spring  practice.  Of  the  82,  only 
15  are  seniors,  with  26  juniors  and 
41  sophomores  making  up  the  bulk 
of  the  squad.

A  capsuled  account  of  University  activity  as  reported  by  the  American  Press 


President  Vernon  R.  Alden  spoke  out  on  the  relation 
i  of  education  to  the  modern  world  in  an  article  en- 
I  tided  "In  Defense  of  Liberal  Education"  that  appeared 
1  in  the  January/February  issue  of  Education  Age. 

"If  graduate  education  is  to  have  its  maximum 
value,  it  should  be  based  upon  a  broad  liberal  prepa- 
ration .  .  .  Unfortunately,  advanced  placement  is 
(gobbling  up  the  freshman  year,  while  emphasis  on 
'professional  preparation  is  restricting  the  junior  and 
I  senior  years.  All  that  is  left  for  the  liberal  arts  is  the 
sophomore  slump,"  said  Dr.  Alden. 

"I,  therefore,  view  students'  increasing  involvement 
in  the  political,  social  and  intellectual  process  of  our 
society  as  a  balance  to  the  narrow  outiook  often  en- 
gendered by  early  specialization.  Participation  in  a 
|  variety  of  student  movements  not  only  trains  the 
I  students  for  citizenship  but  also  allows  him  .  .  .  the 
experimentation  he  might  otherwise  lack.  Thus  the 
!  student  movement  has  a  psychological  effect  similar 
to  the  traditional  on-campus  'student  activity',"  he 
added. 


Ohio  University  recently  hosted  school  teachers 
from  Ohio's  2S  Appalachian  counties  who  gathered  in 
Athens  to  hear  a  report  on  a  proposed  Appalachia 
Regional  Educational  Laboratory.  Coordinator  of  the 
Ohio  Field  Unit,  which  made  the  report,  is  Dr.  Albert 
H.  Shuster,  professor  of  education.  The  Ohio  Field 
Unit  will  be  based  at  Ohio  University. 

Planning  for  the  Laboratory  has  been  done  under  a 
U.S.  Office  of  Education  $99,988  research  grant  shared 
with  field  units  in  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  Kentucky-, 
Virginia  and  West  Virginia. 

The  overall  aim  of  the  Laboratory,  seen  as  a  closing 
of  a  50-year  gap  between  educational  research  and 
classroom  implementation,  will  be  to  get  into  the 
hands  of  the  classroom  teachers  knowledge  of  research 
on  educational  methods,  curriculums  and  materials.

President  Alden  has  requested  approval  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  a  new  faculty  salary  schedule 
for  the  1966-67  academic  year.  The  President  did 
not  ask  for  an  "across  the  board"  increase,  adding  that 
increases  will  continue  to  be  made  on  a  merit  basis. 

"We  average  from  $1000  to  $2000  less  than  the  large 
state  universities  in  the  neighboring  states  of  Michigan 
and  Indiana,  and  in  order  to  obtain  new  faculty  in  all 
areas  we  must  continue  to  improve  our  salary  scale," 
Dr.  Alden  said. 

The  new  salary  schedule  proposed  by  the  President 
would  increase  maximum  salary  levels  at  the  full 
professor  rank  from  $20,000  to  $25,000;  at  the  associate 
professor  rank  from  $13,765  to  $15,000;  at  the  assistant 
professor  level  from  $11,000  to  $11,500;  and  at  the 
instructor  rank  from  $9200  to  $9500.

CECIL  HEMLEY,  director  and  editor  of  the  Ohio 
University  Press  and  lecturer  in  English,  died  March  9 
at  Grant  Hospital  in  Columbus,  O.,  after  a  brief  illness. 
He  was  51  years  old. 

Hemley,  a  noted  author  and  editor,  came  to  Athens 
in  1963  to  direct  operations  of  the  Ohio  University  Press. 
He  had  previously  been  a  senior  editor  at  Farrar,  Straus 
and  Cudahy,  New  York  City,  and  had  been  editor-in- 
chief  and  co-founder  in  1951  of  Noonday  Press. 

President  of  the  Poetry  Society  of  America  from  1960 
to  1962,  Hemley  was  the  author  of  two  novels  and  three 
collections  of  poems.  He  was  finishing  his  third  novel 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  had  written  verse  for  many 
leading  literary  periodicals. 

Before  coming  to  Ohio  University,  Hemley  had  taught 
English  and  creative  writing  classes  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, the  New  School  for  Social  Research  and  the 
City  College  of  New  York.  He  had  been  a  guest  lecturer 
in  creative  writing  at  Amherst  and  other  colleges.  At 
Ohio,  he  taught  one  course  in  creative  writing  as  an 
adjunct  to  his  staff  position  as  editor  of  the  Press. 

Under  Hemley's  leadership,  the  Press  had  published 
12  books  with  three  more  scheduled  for  release  this 
spring.  The  Press  had  become  a  member  of  the  American 
Book  Publishers  Council  and,  in  1965,  was  admitted  to 
the  Association  of  American  University  Presses. 

President  Vernon  R.  Alden,  in  praising  Hemley,  said: 
"During  the  two  and  one-half  years  that  Cecil  Hemley 
was  at  Ohio  University  as  Director  of  the  Press,  he 
developed  the  Press  from  an  idea  into  a  going  concern. 
He  delighted  all  of  us  by  leading  the  Press  to  full  mem- 
bership in  the  Association  of  American  University  Presses 
in  record  time.  The  Press  published  a  distinguished  list 
of  books  for  the  fall  of  1964  and  for  the  spring  and  fall 
of  1965.  The  Press's  publications  have  been  very  favor- 
ably received:  I  have  seen  laudatory  reviews  in  the  New 
York  Times,  in  Time,  in  the  Saturday  Review,  as  well 
as  in  the  appropriate  scholarly  journals.  These  are 
achievements  which  the  Trustees  and  I  —  in  fact,  the 
eritire  Ohio  University  community  —  recognize  as  valu- 
able contributions  to  the  University  and  to  its  position 
in  the  academic  world." 

Hemley  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Elaine,  a  daughter, 
a  step-daughter,  and  three  sons.

Modell,  a  native  of  New  York  City,  acquired  ownership  of  the 
Browns  four  years  ago.  Who  is  Art  Modell?  Cleveland  fans  asked. 
That  was  four  years  ago.  Today,  as  a  result  of  many  spectacular 
accomplishments  during  his  comparatively  brief  period  as  head 
of  the  professional  football  team,  he  is  respected  throughout  the 
sports  world  as  a  dynamic  leader  whose  chief  stock  in  trade  are 
ideas  and  a  tenacious  will  to  make  them  succeed. 

The  1964  Browns  brought  the  city  its  first  world  championship 
in  ten  years  and  attracted  a  record  total  of  712,614  fans  to  Cleve- 
land Stadium.  Including  the  pre-season  and  road  games,  well  over 
1,100,000  fans  saw  the  1964  Browns  in  action  on  the  field.  Under 
his  guidance,  football  interest  has  so  boomed  in  the  past  four  years 
that  the  Browns'  season  advance  sale,  which  was  around  17,000 
when  he  purchased  the  club,  soared  to  32,488  last  year  and  tins 
season  may  go  beyond  the  40,000  mark.
